Among the things asked are a ÜUb- 
eral supply of beer for the homeward 
trip; two sheep and sufficient lve 
fowl to give each man one a day on 
the trip across the Pacific. Immigra- 
tion Inspector Reid stated at a lats 
hour last night that the demands of 
the Hindus would be probably com- 
plied with and that the ;provistons 
they asked would likely be put aboard 
the Komagata. 

Because of the new turn events took 
at 8.0 o'clock last evening, Immigra- 
tion Superintendent Reid sent Instruc- 
tions from the launch in which he had 
been making a call on the Komagata 
that the militiamen should be sent for 
and held in readiness for the night. As 
a matter of fact, the militia boys had 
not been released from the service 
they were called out for on Tuesday 
morning. They had been allowed to 
return to their homes subject to the 
call that was sent by telephone last 
evening, 

The plan was made early to have 
the Xomagata Maru sall at 5 o'clock 
this morning. Late yesterday after- 
noon a new trouble developed. The 
three Hindus who were arrested in 
Washington state last week charged 
with carrying firearms, are interested 
in the charter and they wired in to 
all the parties concerned that they

RAILROADS ASKED. 
TO.CONSTRUCT NEW 


INDUSTRIAL SPURS; 


Expansion of Wholesale Dis- 
trict Makes It Imperative 
Says Commission. 


RIGHT OF WAY MUST 
BE CONCEDED BY CITY 


Railroad Companies Oppose on 
Ground Increased Facilities 
Demand New Sheds, 


On behalf of the Massey-arris 
company, Edmonton City Dairy, limit- 
ed, Knight & Frost, Standard Plumb- 
ing and Heating company, limited, and 
Andrew Lee, Secretary Cartwright of 
the ratlway commission board yester- 
day submitted a communication to the 
board of city commissioners advising 
that the firms named had made appli- 
cation for an order requiring either 
the Canadian Northern or the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad to provide and 
construct suitable spur tracks from 
the companies’ main line in the city 
along the lane in blocks 5 and 6 In 
the Hudson reserve as far as Atha- 
basca avenue. 

Mr. Cartwright recognizes that these 
business ems are entitled to the spur 
tracks as requested, but suggests that 
the order can only be allowed in event 


that a right of way is conceded frea 
of cost to whichever company may be 
elected to do the work. The matter 
Wan referred to the commissioner of 
public works 

The applications for spur tracks 
brings into question railway facilities 


for what is termed the Industrial area 
lying to the west of First street and 
south of McKenzie avenue. The area 
affected extends from Tenth street to 
First avenue, the C. P. R. freight sheds 
and yards being situated on the block 
between Tenth and Eleventh streets. 
This district has In part been supplied 
with industrial spurs, these having 
been built on the north portions of 
blocks 7, § and 9 to the west and also 
spurs have been built to accommodate 
blocks 3 and 4 to the east.

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ANOTHER “DEAL” IN 
BORDEN’S OWN PROVINCE. 


The story of the site for a public building at Canning, 
Nova Scotia, is a simple little tale but it is not without interest 
to the people o fthe country. It is pleasant, too, no doubt, in 
the ears of Mr. N. W. Eaton, since it tells of a Borden Govern- 
ment plan to pay him $2,000 for something which the country 


could obtain for nothing. 


When a site fora public building was sought in Canning, 
a suitable piece of ground was offered the Government for 


nothing by Sir Frederick Borden, who is a citizen of the town. 


But Mr. Eaton had another piece of property which he wished 


to sell, and Mr. Eaton was a staunch friend of the premier and 
had carried the Conservative banner unsuccessfully in 1908. 
As a faithful Conservative, Mr. Eaton had to be ‘looked after“ 
by the Conservative government which gives more attention 
to the desires of its friends than it does to the public interest. 
The result was that the Government decided to purchase the 
Eaton land for $2,000 though the other site was favored by 
many of the people of Canning, and would have cost the 
country nothing. The Government plans on giving Mr. Eaton 
the two thousand while the country is to foot the unnecessary 
bill. 

li has been found, however, that another strip of land 
will have to be added to the Eaton property in order to obtain 
to the people of the country. It is pleasant, too, no doubt, in 
a site of sufficient size. For this smaller bit of ground the 
Government offered to pay $1,100—a sum which its owners 
refused to accept on the score that it was excessive and that 
they could not honorably take such a price for land worth far 
less than that. As a matter of fact, the Government’s reason 
for offering two or three times what the land was worth lay, 
of course, in its desire to make it appear that Mr. Eaton’s pro- 
perty was worth $2,000 though it has been stated that the real 
value of this lot is not more than $250. How much will finally 
be paid for the additional property remains to be seen, for the 
price is now to be determined by the Exchequer Court. 

But no matter what the Exchequer Court may decide, the 
Government is taking good care of its friend, Mr. Eaton, The 
country is to pay $2,000, plus the amount named by the court 
for the second piece of ground, for a building site when a sat- 
istactory site could have been obtained free of cost to the peo- 
ple it the Premier and his colleagues had not been so eager to 
serve the interests of a party favorite. The amount involved 
is not very large, it is true, but, the story is illuminating and 
damaging as supplying one more bit of evidence of the man- 
ner in which the public interest is subordinated to party ends 
under the Premier who talked so glibly of economy and high 
ideals in political action—when he was in Opposition. 


EATING THEIR 
WORDS 

A few years ago, Liberal incompetence and mal-adminis- 
tration in the handling of public contracts was a favorite 
theme with opponents of the Laurier cabinet. There were 
insinuations of rake-offs, graft and middlemen, There were 
assertions that contracts were were given to favorites and that 
the interests of the country suffered in consequence. It was 
charged that men and firms were given contracts which they 
Were not competent to handle. That was the Conservative 
story in the years preceding 1911. 

There is another story now. It is told by no less an 
authority than a member of the Borden government. 

When we took office,“ declared Hon. Sam Hughes, in 
speaking of work under his department, “we became virtuous 
aud tried to change the contractors, but we met with loss and 
delay and all sorts of trouble on the part of contractors and 
failure on the part of men who, in the course of years, would 
probably have become as expert as the employees of the old 
contractors. The old men have been doing this kind of work 
for years and can do it much more satisfactorily and, there- 
fore, we are still giving them contracts.“ 

The government has found that the best work was done 
by the contractors who were employed by the former admin- 
istration, It cannot have found that there were improper acts 
on the part of these contractors in other years unless it is to 
he assumed that Premier Borden and his colleagues are pre- 
pared to trust the business of the country in the hands of men 
whom they know to have been guilty of wrong-doing. The 
fact is plain—and it is emphasized by the admission of Col. 
Hughes—that under Liberal rule contracts for public business 
were awarded only to competent men or firms and that the 
country received a dollar’s worth of value for every dollar 
paid.

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FLETCHER, THE VAGRANT; 
LOCAL CRIMINOLOGY STUDY 
To the Editor of the Capital— 

During the present financial depres- 
don, the ruling authorities of this 
country are making an exaggerated 
and exceedingly tryanical use of the 
Vagrancy Act to forcibly remove from 
the streets of the various cities, in- 
dividuats, whom they claim to be 
potential criminals, because they do not 
possess any visible means of subsist- 
ence, One of the convictions which 
has roused the bitterest denunciation 
of our local plebs, was the sentence 
passed upon Rowan, the secretary of 
the local branch of the Industrial 
Workers of the World The obvtous in- 
justice of Rowan's sentence did not, 
however, arouse my anger to such a 
high pitch, as the one given out by 
the local magistrate to Fletcher, the 
vagrant. In the case of Rowan, as I 
polnted out to several of his confeder- 
ates, their very policy of declaring for 
direct actions against the governing 
classes, really invited reprisals upon 
the part of those powers when the op- 
portunity presented itself, the question 
of justice belng small consideration, 
Truth and justice are but manifesta- 
tions of the period through which the 
human race is progressing. 

The justice of the capitalist class 
during the present epoch, is that best 
adapted to terrorize the proletariat in- 
to abject submission. The unjust brutal 
sentence of six months imprisonment 
passed upon Rowan, bears, stamped in- 
delibly upon it, the frank and candid 
intentions of the ruling classes to carry 
out thelr system of intimidation. That 
they are destined to failure is shown by 
the ever increasing solidarity of the 
workers, with the emphasised inten- 
tion of resisting to the utmost these In- 
juries to thelr class by the ald of a 
thinly velled pretence of protecting so- 
ciety with the help of justice, 

One day last week I spent an hour 
or two in the local police court, and 
thus gained a little insight into the 
manner in which justice is dispensed 
in Edmonton, The case which roused 
my {ndignation to the point of visible 
explosion, was that of a poor wretched 
looking specimen of humanity who 
answered to the charge of being a 
vagrant. If 1 gathered the facts cor- 
rectly, he had only been out of prison 
about a week, having previously served 
a month's imprisonment for a like so- 
called offense, Prior to being called 
upon to answer the charge, T had made 
a critical analysis of this puny under- 
sized specimen of the genus Homo, as 
he sat inthe dock andI wondered what 
crime he had to answer for His turn 
finally arrived and he stood up to 
answer the charge made against him 
by the magistrate of still remaining 
upon the plane of consciousness with- 
out any visible means of subsistence, 
Foor soul: I had dingnosed him as a 
cretin, and his cretinoid characteristics 
were more easily defined when he stood 
up to receive the sentence of a further 
two months’ imprisonment, Without 
a protest from the weak, puny, brain 
within his cranium, society's vaga- 
bond sat Gown in the servilest submis- 
sion. Did I expect him to protest? 
Scarcely. Over 15 years’ study of tho 
science of criminology has taught me 
that the paralysed and deficient den- 
drits and dentrites of the brain neurons, 
make these unfortunates take their 
punishment like dumb beasts of bur- 
den They cannot protest. The asso- 
clative areas in their brains are de- 
ficient and they cannot co-ordinate 
their ideas, because poverty and want 
has starved the pyramidal cells, whose 
vitality is so necessary in any human 
being, desirous of acquiring the means 
of subsistence, in the savage social 
struggle for existence taking place in 
hamonton and other Canadian cities 
today. “Consider the slummer's“ 
brain, how it is arrested in infancy by 
starvation, hereditary taint and alco- 
hol. Its sensori-motor part Is nearly 
normal, as we find in criminals; yet 
not quite, for criminals are mostly de- 
ficient in sensation and in fine muscu- 
lar action. Their oontrol power, will 
and faculty of continued attention 
which reside in the prefrontal have 
never been trained or developed in 
youth. So in the criminal we have a 
man with a child's undeveloped con- 
trol and will. We can now understand 
why these cases cannot improve by | 
our present prison methods, and why

Fach 
criminal should be viewed as a 
clinical or psychological study. When

Some of the Farmers in Dry 


Belt of Southern Alberta 
to Reap Good Crops. 


PROSPECTS NORTH OF 


CALGARY NEVER BETTER 


Everything Has Depended on 
Conservation of Moisture in 
Dryer Regions. 


“Prospects were never better for a 
splendid crop in Alberta. so far as the 


con- 
act- 


country north of Calgary is 
cerned,” declared Jas. Db. Smith, 
ing head of the provincial seed and 
weed branch today. Mr. Smith stated 
that while timothy was light, owing to 
the dry spring, the cereal crops in 
northern and central Alberta were the 
best in years at this time of the year, 
The crops are heavy and will ripen 
early if the weather continues fayor- 
able. Cutting of wheat will be fairly 
general by the second week In August, 
according to present Indications. 

The report for the southern part of 
the province is not so favorable. South 
eastern Alberta, from the Red Deer 
river to the international boundary, 
has been seriously affected by drought 
and many farmers will not be able to 
cut enough to feed thelr stock. One of 
the features of the situation 1s that 
even in some of the worst districts 
there are some farmers who have 
splendid crops. The present year has 
been a very severe test of farming 
methods and only those farmers in the 
south of Alberta who are farming ac- 
cording to up-to-date dry farming 
methods will reap anything lke a crop 
this year, 

One of the exceptions to the general 
rule of poor crops in the south Is 
Thomas Judson, in the Taber district, 
who has 900 acres of as fine a croy 
as one could wish to see right in the 
heart of the dry belt. Mr, Judson 18 
an up-to-date farmer and Is being as- 
sisted by his son, who Is a graduate of 
the Manitoba agricultural college. Mr 
Judsen has 600 acres of wheat, 25 acres 
of alfalfa and a nice crop of oats and 
barley. A number of other successful 
farmers can tell a similar story of suc- 
cess where others have fatled this, 
year. These men say the secret of 
thcir success is deep ploughing, deep 
seeding and keeping the land well cul- 
tivated, thus preventing the waste of 
soll moisture, by weeds or by excessive 
evaporation,

So we 
cannot become wise, which includes 
the higher moral qualities, as self- 
control unless we exercise all our fa- 
culttes. This is one reason why the 
uneducated poor are at such a disad- 
vantage and after become criminals, 
Who can blame them when they have 
no chance of mental improvement? 
Dr. Bolton says (in Brain 1903) that 
the great anterior association center 
is undeveloped in all grades of prim- 
ary mental deficlency, and undergoes 
wasting pari passu as dementia oc- 
curs. Would that these words could 
be remembered thoughtfully by every 
criminal lawyer and judge. It is on 
this knowledge a great error to send a 
man to prison for horse-stealing at 
the age of S84, as senile dementia may 
be in progress, while on the other hand 
a very heavy percentage of our goal- 
birds are partial aments with unde- 
veloped brain cortex, and yet the state 
insists on hunting them down. When- 
ever we are consulted by the poorer 
classes we must feel struck with their 
helplessness and inability to focus 
their attention or arrive at wise de- 
cisions. It is not right to despise or 
neglect them. On the contrary, says 
Dr. Albert Wilson in his text book on 
Education and Crime, they require our 
patient sympathy, to assist in putting 
some of their prefrontal neurons into 
activity. I commend this short study 
in the science of criminolozy to the in- 
dividual who has been appointed to 
preside over the fate of the city of Ed-

NEW CASH REGISTER 
HAS BEEN INSTALLED 
IN WATER DEPARTMENT 


Facilitating the transaction of busl- 
ness to an appreciable degree, there 
has just been installed in the office of 
the waterworks department in the city 
hall a cash register which, as re- 
marked by one of the attaches, almost 
does away with brains. It is used in 
recording all monies received auto- 
matically completing the receipt. 

It provides for the segregation of 
accounts, recording the amounts re- 
ceived into the various funds. In this 
portion of the register a lever is used to 
connect the account for metere A and 
EB, flat rates A and R, special account, 
miscellaneous and discounts. Two 
cash drawers are provided, one for the 
use of the chief cashier and the other 
for the deputy, one always remaining 
automatically locked while the other is 
in use, 

There are two counters, one known 
as the clerk's counter, which Is opened 
at the close of each day, showing the 
total receipts for the day and the other 
the counter which Is only accessible to 
the superintendent and shows total 
for any given period, The register 
also shows the amount received for 
each account for any given period, the 
total number of transactions, and the 
total number of customers doing bust 
ness with the office during the month. 
On the right of the machine the sales 
slip is carried on a roll, recording 
every transaction and showing the 
fund and giving the consecutive num- 
ber of the payer, 

Simultaneously with the opening of 
the cash drawer the machine prints on 
the face of the receipt the amount paid 
and on the back the discount is re- 
corded. 

The machine is operated by electri- 
city and is completely automatic in all 
of its work. It greatly facilitates the | 
handling of the business of the des 
partment and at a glance the various! 
transactions of the day or for a given | 
period may be ascertained. It super 
cedes the old method of writing re 
ceipts in duplicate and at the close of | 
the day saves the adding up of cash 
received and segregation into funds. 

This is the first cash register of the, 
kind in operation in the © city and 
Chief Cashier James H. Nursey is
